Broader Curriculum, School Aim 


Budget Provisions Made for 
Special Projects, Activities 


Increased supervisory and 
group planning time budgeted 
for the City and Sierra Mesa 
Elementary schools here this 
fail will be reflected in an en¬ 
largement of the special sub¬ 
jects and activities program 
which gives breadth to the 
school curriculum, Supt. of 
Schools Charles A. Skutt an¬ 
nounced this week. 

The announcement is of spe¬ 
cial interest to parents inas¬ 
much as Dr. William M. Shan- 
ner of the California Test Bu¬ 
reau told the board of educa¬ 
tion last week that “there are 
still intellectual capacities 
which can be challenged.” He 
said that, while tests of City 
school fifth and sixth graders 
this spring show them to be 
at or above the national norm, 
they are on an average three 
or four months younger and 10 
points higher in I.Q. 

Results Higher 

In evaluating the biennial 
test results just released, Dr. 
Shanner also had commented 
that “results on the whole are 
higher this year than in 1952” 
and that a reversal in stand¬ 
ings is evident, with fifth grad¬ 
ers scoring somewhat higher 
than those in sixth grade. 

The enlarged special subjects 
and activities program which 
Supt. Skutt discussed this week 
is not extra-curricular, he 
stressed, stating: “It should be 
understood that we are not at¬ 
tempting to expose our students 
to work of a higher grade level 
but, rather, to give them an 
enriched curriculum on their 
own grade level, which would

serve to strengthen them in the 
several fundamental fields.” 

Also, he pointed out, the pro¬ 
gram being discussed is not 
new but an expansion of that 
already offered in the City 
school. 

“As it exists now,” he re¬ 
marked, “it can well be said 
to be apace with or even in 
advance of many elementary 
schools of the state.” 

No Double Sessions 

Supt. Skutt also commented 
that the community of Sierra 
Madre can well point with 
pride to the fact that double 
sessions have been circumvent¬ 
ed here, a problem due to 
crowding that many schools 
have had to face at a cost to 
the pupil of from two to three 
months school time per year. 

Activities in which the local 
school can be regarded as out¬ 
standing, in addition to the 
fundamental subjects, he said, 
are in the departments of: Mu¬ 
sic— more time devoted here 
than in many other elementary 
schools; Drama — everyone of 
the 600 youngsters is “on stage” 
at least once during the school 
year; Science (general) — par¬ 
ticularly for fourth through 
sixth graders; Field Trips—to 
the Planetarium, Huntington 
Library, San Gabriel Mission, 
for example; Audio-Visual — 
each class has an average of 
one 20-minute educational film 
per week. 

Also included, Supt. Skutt 
reports, have been leadership 
experiences such as room offi¬ 
cers, athletic helpers, movie

Hearing Set on 
Extension of 
Zone Variance 

'Mama Pete' Nursery 
School Under Study 

The controversial matter of 
“Mama Pete’s” operation of a 
small day nursery school in an 
R-2 residential zone where 
neighbors have protested both 
a reclassification of the zone 
and extension of a variance, 
will have another airing next 
month. 

'Although the City council re¬ 
cently granted Mrs. Charles 
Peterson an extension up to 90 
days beyond the present vari¬ 
ance, the Planning commission 
at its last meeting set Aug. 12 
as date for a public hearing 
on extension of her variance 
which expired June 30. An ex¬ 
tension of up to nine months 
will be considered. 

Mrs. Peterson’s nursery school 
is located at 71 Suffolk. 

At its July 15 meeting the 
Planning Commission went on 
record as disapproving an ap¬ 
plication for amendment to the 
zoning ordinance which would, 
in effect, permit operation of 
nursery schools of 10 children 
or less in R-2 zones. The com¬ 
mission stated that this pro¬ 
vision may be included in 
forthcoming recommendations 
by professional planning con¬ 
sultants who are now studying 
the entire zoning ordinance. 

The City Council has set Aug. 
24 as the date for a public 
hearing on this application fol¬ 
lowing the commission’s ac¬ 
tion. 

Mrs. Peterson some months 
ago, after public hearings in 
which she personally and -her 
nursery school were lauded, but 
spot zoning protested, was giv¬ 
en an ultimatum that she es¬ 
tablish her school in a suitable 
location by the end of June 
this year.

LOOKS RATTLER IN EYE, 
BLASTS IT WITH RIFLE 

Forrest Besocke, USC student, 
turned in the direction of some 
rustling leaves near his home 
at 891 East Grand View, and 
found himself looking into the 
baleful eyes of a rattler two 
feet away, coiled at the base 
of a retaining wall on a rise 
of ground. 

He hurried into the house for 
reinforcements in the person of 
his brother, Winston, who “got” 
the snake with the first shot 
from a 30 calibre rifle. The 
snake had 10 rattles and was 
36 inches long. 

The Becockes, who live on 
five wooded acres, have a 
hearty respect for the reptiles 
since their mother, Mrs. Ella 
Besocke is still suffering the 
effects of a rattlesnake bite a 
year ago which hospitalized 
her for two days. 

SEARCH, RESCUE CREWMEN 
BAG TWO, ISSUE WARNING 

Edward and Earl La Lone, 
both of the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Crew, killed two 
black diamond rattlesnakes re¬ 
cently between Bailey Canyon 
and the Monastery. Both rep¬ 
tiles measured over three feet 
long, one having 11 rattles and 
a button and the other 12 rat¬ 
tles and a button. 

The LaLones, experienced 
mountaineers, feel a warning 
is not amiss to children, hikers 
and newcomers to the foothill 
regions. They say that even the 
head of a dead rattler can con¬ 
tain venom and be dangerous.
